Orville 


Northweslern  Stale  University's 
new  2,500-square-foot,  two-story 
art  exhibition  area  has  been  named 
in  honor  of  former  NSU  professor 
and  art  department  chairman 
Orvillc  J.  Hanchcy. 

Officially  designated  as  the 
Orville  J.  Hanchey  Galiery.  the 
showplace  for  the  art  department  at 
Northwestern  serves  as  the  main 
entrance  to  the  A. A.  Fredericks 
Center  for  the  Creative  and  Per- 
forming Arts. 

The  modern  art  gallery  features 
special  lights  for  spotlighting  art 
works,  horizontal  and  vertical  glass 
display  cases,  movable  walls,  a 
projection  screen  in  (he  ceiling  and  a 
reception  area. 

The  lower  level  of  the  gallery, 
designed  to  accomodate  some  100 
people,  is  being  used  for  exhibiting 
three-dimensional  art  work.  Wail- 
hanging  exhibit  space  is  provided  on 
the  upper  level. 

Dr.  Bill  Bryant,  head  of  the  art 
department  at  Northwestern,  said. 
"Naming  the  gallery  after  Mr. 
Hanchey  is  a  tribute  to  his  49  years 
of  services  as  a  professional 
educator  in  Louisiana,  33  of  which 
were  al  Northwestern,  and  23  of 
uhich  were  as  head  of  ilic  Depart- 
ment of  An. 

Hanchey,  who  was  chairman  of 


the  NSU  art  department  from  1953 
until  his  retirement  in  1976,  has 
been   a   professional   artist    widely 


recognized  for  his  oils,  watercolors 
and  collages.  He  was  recently 
named  professor  emeritus  ai  NSU.

He  returned  to  Northwes 
January  of  1939  and  stayed 
for  nine  years  before  servi- 
1950    to     1953    as    an 
professor  of  art  at  the  Vm\ 
Southwestern        Louisian, 
Lafayette. 

Hanchey  received  his  ba 
degree  from  Nonhwesten 
arts  and  education  an  hi>  t 
degree  from  LSU  in  fine  ar

artist,  Hanchey  is  also  writ 
as  an  avid  gardener,  amate  ir 
impressive  talents,  a  pian., 
favorite  composer  is  Chopiii 
outstanding  cake  decor;  x 
uses  many  of  the  same  ir 
involved  in  ceramics. 


NSU  Theatre 
Honors  West 


The  experimental  theatre  in 
Northwestern  State  University's 
new  A. A.  Fredericks  Center  for  the 
Creative  and  Performing  Arts  has 
been  named  in  memory  of  the  late 
Dr.  Lillian  Edna  West,  a  nationally- 
known  theatre  director  who  served 
for  19  years  on  the  NSU  faculty. 

Dr.  West,  who  was  posthumously 
inducted  In  1979  as  a  member  of  the 
Louisiana  Performing  Arts  Hall  of 
Fame,  joiiicd  the  Northwestern 
faculty  in  1952  as  director  of  theatre 
and  radio  and  as  a  professor  of 
speech. 

She  was  the  founder  and  head  of 
the  Department  of  Speech  and 
Journalism  at  NSU  from  1967  until 
her  retirement  in"l97l.  Dr.  West, 
who  was  named  Woman  of  the  Year 
in  1974  by  the  Natchitoches  Parish 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  died  in 
March  ofl  976. 

While  ai  Northwestern,  Dr.  West 
directed    more    than     100    major

productions.  Al  the  height  of  her 
tenure,  she  was  mounting  four 
major  productions  and  from  six  to 
10  one-act  plays  each  season. 

Officially  designated  as  Theatre 
West,  the  2,500-square-fooi  dram>- 
facility  seating  150  was  once 
Northwestern's  Little  Theatre,  but  it 
has  been  extensively  renovated  to 
become  adaptable  to  iheatre-in-the- 
round  and  ihrust  s'lage  con- 
figurations. 

Dr.  E.  Robert  Black,  chairman  of 
the  Department  of  Theatre  and 
Speech  at  Northwestern,  said.  "It  is 
appropriate  that  a  name  be  given  to 
the  theatre  which  will  suggest  not 
only  its  newly  acquired  importance 
as  a  performance  area  but  will  also 
recognize  the  traditions  and  past 
successes  which  commemorate  its 
history." 

The  request  to  have  the  facility 
designated  as  Theatre  West  was 
made,  he  said,  "because  Dr.  West 
was  our  founder,  the  first  depart- 
ment head  and  because  she 
established  traditions  of  dramatic 
excellence  in  the  speech  and  theatre 
arts  which  we  have  striven  to  honor 
and  maintain  ever  since,  and 
because  she  would  have  been 
delighted  in  the  notion  that  theatre 
is  on  the  'West'  side  of  the  building. 

Theatre  Wesl--which  features  a 
large  lobby  and  the  latest  and  most 
advanced  equipment  in  stage 
lighting,  rigging  and  sound-is  bemg 
used  by  the  Theatre-Speech 
Department  for  experimental  plays 
and  for  productions  which  require 
less  setting  and  music  but  demand  a 
more  intimate  relationship  between 
actors  and  audiences.

some  events  that  set  us  back  a  bit, 
but  that  never  kepi  us  from  moving 
forward.  There  has  been  a  growing 
enthusiasm  and  feeling  of  pride  and 
optimism  throughout  the 
University.  A  major  reorganization 
of  the  University  is  underway,  the 
results  of  which  should  make 
Northwestern  stronger  and  more 
viable  as  we  move  into  the  future. 
We  believe  thai  we  have 
strengthened  the  administrative  and 
academic  structure  of  the 
University.  This  would  not  have 
been  possible  without  enthusiastic 
support  of  our  Board  of  Trustees 
and  the  strong  cooperation  of  the 
University  community  in  the 
process. 

The  opening  of  the  new  A. A. 
Fredericks  Center  for  the  Creative 
and  Performing  Arts  has  brought 
new  and  exciting  dimensions  of 
creative  and  cultural  activities  to  the 
Natchitoches  campus.  One  of  the 
highlights  of  the  year  was  the 
opening  of  the  Orvjile  Hanchey  Art 
Gallery  with  a  magnificani 
exhibition  of  the  former  NSU  Art 
Department  Head's  works  spanning 
several  decades.  Also,  the  initial 
concert  featuring  our  new  $180,000 
organ  was  a  musical  event  of  rare 
beauty. 

For  the  first  time,  the  University 
has  recognized  its  former 
distinguised  faculty  and  ad- 
ministrators with  emeritus  status,  an 
honor  that  was  warmly  received  by 
over  twenty  former  NSU  employees. 
We  had  a  good  year  athletically 
and  had  hoped  to  crown  it  with 
membership  in  (he  Southland 
Conference,  but  our  valiant  effort 
fell  jusi  short.

Southerland  said  Mrs.  Jones  "was 
an  effective,  innovative  and  en- 
thusiastic educator  who  made 
enormous  contributions  to  Nor- 
thwestern education  students  who 
had  the  opportunity  to  observe  her 
professionalism  in  the  laboratory 
school." 

Dr.  Jones  joined  the  Nor- 
thwestern faculty  in  1943  as  prin- 
cipal of  the  Warren  Easton 
Elementary  School.  He  served  in 
that  capacity  until  1949  when  he  was 
appointed  director  of  teacher 
training.  In  1954.  Jones  became 
dean  of  the  College  of  Education, 
the  position  he  held  until  his 
retirement  in  1965. 

The  former  Northwestern  dean 
earned  the  bachelor's  degree  from 
Louisiana  Tech  University  and 
master's  and  doctorate  degrees  from 
Louisiana  Stale  University.

End  Year  With  Successful  Spring 


II  was  a  successful  Spring  for  the 
men's  and  women's  athletic  learns 
al  Ntirihwestern  State  as  the  1982-83 
athletic  year  drew  to  a  close  with 
unly  the  track  team  still  in  action. 

The  Ni)rihwestern  baseball  team 
ended  the  season  wiih  a  fourth  place 
finish  in  the  Trans  America  Con- 
ference and  for  the  season  pt>sied  a 
26-30  overall  record.  The  men's 
tennis  team  was  third  in  the  Trans 
America  championships  and  the 
golf  team  placed  sixth. 

The  women's  tennis  team  ended 
ihe  season  wiih  a  record  of  11-11  in 
dual  matches  while  the  Lady  Demon 
Softball  team  posted  an  overall 
mark  <if  19-10.  The  Demon  track 
team  again  has  qualified  athletes  for 
the  NCAA  championships  that  will 
be  held  in  Houston  in  early  June. 

Coach  Herbie  Smith  and  his 
young  baseball  team  ended  the 
season  playing  very  well,  losing  lu 
Getirgia  Southern  6-5  to  claim  the 
fourth  spot  in  the  tournamcnl.  The 
26  wins  was  the  second  highe.st  total 
ever  for  Smith  in  his  years  as  the 
Demon  baseball  coach  and  six  of  the 
30  losses  came  to  teams  that  at  some 
point  during  the  season  were  ranked 
in  the  t».ip  20  in  the  nation. 

Freshman  shortstop  David 
Reynolds  and  junior  center  fielder 
Gill  Herndon  were  named  to  the 
TAAC  all-tournament  team. 
Reynolds  hit  three  home  runs  in 
four  games  during  the  tournament 
while  Herndon  had  six  hits  in  the 
final  two  games  and  at  one  point 
reached  base  eight  straight  times. 


In  tennis  the  Demons  placed  just 
nine  points  behind  champion 
Arkansas-Little  Rock  as  senior 
Donny  Lovo  won  the  No.  3  singles 
championship.  Sophomore 

Francisco  Acuna  learned  with 
freshman  Jorge  Salvo  as  the 
Demons  also  won  the  championship 
at  No.  3  doubles.  For  the  season  the 
Demons  posted  a  10-5  record  in 
dual  matches. 

The  Demon  golf  team,  under  first 
year  Coach  David  Stanton,  placed 
sixth  in  the  Trans  America  Tour- 
nament held  in  Shreveport  and 
improved  with  each  match  during 
the  season.  Joey  Brown  led  the 
Demons  in  the  tournament  at 
Shreveport  and  for  the  year  led  the 
team  with  the  lowest  stroke  average 
per  round. 

The  women's  Softball  team  en- 
ji.pyed  its  third  straight  winning 
season  under  Coach  James  Smith  in 
posting  the  19-10  overall  record. 
The  Northwestern  squad  was  led  at 
the  plate  by  left  fielder  Julie 
Robinson  with  a  batting  average  of 
.372.  Sophomore  pitcher  Sydney 
Forrester  also  enjoyed  an  out- 
standing season  as  she  posted  a  17-9 
record  on  the  mound. 

The  Lady  Demon  tennis  team 
continued  its  string  of  never  having 
a  losing  season  under  Coach 
Johnnie  Emmons  with  the  ll-ll 
overall  record.  Playing  with  a  line- 
up that  included  four  freshmen  and 
two  sophomores,  the  Lady  Demons 
improved  during  the  season  as  they 
gained  experience. 


Home  games  with  four 
traditional  rivals  and  away  contests 
at  Southwest  Texas  State  and  the 
University  of  Tulsa  highlight  the 
Northwestern  Slate  University 
football  schedule  for  1983. 

The  Demons  will  play  an  1 1-game 
slate  with  five  home  games,  five 
road  games  and  the  traditional  Slate 
Fair  Classic  with  Louisiana  Tech  in 
Shreveport  on  October  22. 

Northwestern  will  open  the 
season  at  home  on  September  3 
against  in-state  rival  McNeese  State 
and  the  following  week  Angelo 
State  will  visit  Natchitoches.

After  that  comes  an  afternoon 
road  game  in  Jackson,  Ms.  as  the 
Demons  will  face  Alcorn  State 
before  the  annual  clash  with  Tech  in 
Shreveport.  The  final  road  game  of 
the  season  comes  November  5  when 
the  Demons  play  at  Nicholls  Slate. 

The  final  two  weeks  of  the  season 
will  find  the  Demons  at  home  in 
Turpin  Stadium  as  they  host 
Southeastern  Louisiana  on 
November  12  and  Northeast 
Louisiana  on  November  19. 

The  contest  against  Alcorn  State 
at  Jackson  is  the  only  Demon  game 
of  the  season  that  will  be  an  af- 
ternoon affair.  The  Homecoming 
contest  with  Stephen  F.  Austin  will 
have  an  earlier  kickoff  than  usual 
however,  as  that  game  is  slated  for 
6:00  p.m.

Demons,  Lady  Demons  Honor 
Top  Players  for  1982-83  Basketball 


Senior  forward  Calvin  Madlock 
and  senior  guard  Kenny  Hale  both 
claimed  two  honors  as  awards  were 
announced  for  the  1982-83 
basketball  season  at  Northwestern 
State. 

Madlock,  a  6-5  forward  from 
Sardis.  MS.  won  the  field  goal 
percentage  and  rebounding  awards, 
while  Hale,  a  6-0  guard  from 
Memphis,  won  the  free  throw 
percentage  and  assist  awards. 
Senior  center  Johnny  Martin  won 
the  blocked  shots  award,  senior 
Harry  Francis  claimed  the  award  for 
steals  and  freshman  Roy  Roach 
earned  the  Mr.  Hustle  award. 

Madlock  grabbed  188  rebounds 
during  the  season  for  an  average  of 
6.7  per  game  and  along  with  that 
shot  58.2  percent  from  the  field 
while  averaging  15  points  a  game. 
His  shooting  percentage  also  set  a 
Northwestern  single-season  record. 

Hale  led  the  Demons  in  scoring 
this  past  season  with  a  16.8  average, 
including  a  season-high  of  32  points 
in  a  lopsided  win  over  conference 
champion  Georgia  Southern.  From 
the  free  throw  line  Hale  connected 
on  82.3  percent  of  his  free  throws 
during  the  year. 

Martin  missed  part  of  the  season 
because  of  a  hernia  operation,  but 
still  came  back  to  average  13.9 
points  and  6.9  rebounds  per  game  in 
the  24  games  he  played  in.  Martin 
ended  the  year  with  29  blocked 
shots,  more  than  one  per  contest. 

Northwestern  ended  the  1982-83 
season  with  a  9-19  record. 


Senior  forward  Stephanie 
Washington  claimed  the  Offensive 
Award  and  was  named  as  one  of  the 
team  campiains  as  the  1982-83 
Norihwestern  State  Lady  Demon 
basketball  team  handed  out  awards. 

Washington,  a  native  of  Mon- 
tgomery, led  the  team  in  scoring 
with  an  average  of  19  points  per 
game,  and  was  second  in  reboun- 
ding with  an  average  of  6.7  p)er 
contest.  Washington  also  led  the 
team  in  scoring  as  a  junior.  Earlier 
Washington  was  named  to  ihe 
LSWA  second  all-state  team. 

Along  with  Washington.  Lisa 
Carter.  Kim  Paulk  and  Tracy 
Taylor  were  named  as  team  cap- 
tains. Taylor  claimed  the 
Rebounding  Award  for  the  second 
straight  year,  freshman  Teressa 
Thomas  won  the  Free  Throw 
Award,  Paulk  won  the  Defensive 
Award  and  freshman  Lonnie  Banks 
received  ihe  Coaches  Award. 

Washington  was  also  honored 
with  the  second  annual  Ruthanna 
Dorsey  Fickel  Award,  a  $100  award 
thai  goes  each  year  to  the  out- 
standing senior.  The  award  is 
sponsored  each  year  by  Dr.  Melanie 
Younger,  a  member  of  Nor- 
thwestern Slate  University  faculty. 

During  Ihe  1982-83  season  the 
Lady  Demons  posted  a  16-9  overall 
mark  and  during  the  year  defeated 
two  teams  that  took  part  in  the 
NCAA  championship  post-season 
loumament. 
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
